for these details, The document is well 
worth carefulattention, Briefly summarised, 
the record is. of 71 collapses during the 
specified period, involving 101 human 
deaths ; ‘while the injuries actually given 
are 16, in addition to one entry of “. num- 
ter,” and 64.cases where, ay in the Ccchrane 
Street Collapse, no remark is made as. to 
injuries, These 71 collapecs do not mean 


whon the contractor, who: was ‘also .part- 
owior, wes fined $100. “Hero a wall with a 
weak base had ‘been pulled down. and 
rebuilt ‘and two additional: windows‘ had 
been opencd .in it; and three deaths were 
caused by the fall of the houses, -. In two 
eases chronicled in the lst, javolving the 
death of five men, 10 enquiry was bold and 
no record of the cause of collapse appears. 
‘Sueh; briefly put, is the story of byilling 
vollapses during some six years of our 
Colony’s listory. It, cannot be: pretended 
by anyone that it is not 2 miserable record, 
and one of which those concerned have 
every cause to be ashamed.’ Yet only now 
by dint of great pressure do the authori- 
ties uppear to have awakened to the 
necessity of ‘some action. The under-, 
manned building inspection staff is showing 
‘vigour, but the work is beyond its present 
strength, and unless it is reinforced there 
ia little hope of amelioration, As we stuted 
a few days ago, the Government is believed 
to-be giving the matter most careful atten- 
tion, It is to be hoped, too, that the subject 
of, enquiries inte auch collapses as occur in 
thé future may be fully ‘dealt with, and 
some less futile methods adopted than 
have prevailed in the past. ;

The inhabitants of this ancient borongh hava 
‘been on the throes of anticipation consequent 
on the return of the battleship’ Centurion, 
Captain John R. Fellicoo, C. B., bearing the 
flag of Admiral Sir Edward H. Seymour, 
G.C.B,, from her long and eventful sommission 
on tho Chinn Station. 

_ On the Lith inst, tho Mayor, Alderman A. 
Eeon Emanuel, J. P., whe hus been a visitor 
to Hongkong ‘and Shanghai, called a public 
meeting, relative to the reception thought 
best to be given the home-somers. and ‘it was 
revolved to entertain them at a banquet and 
recoption, consequently there were many sab- 
soribers to same> pe Ti 

On Monday, 19th inst, the Centurion was mob 
“GE Portland by admiralty officials, and the 
paying-off trials were procesded with en route 
to Spithead, whore the yachtsmen, steamers, and 
all craft cheered and whistled a welcome. As 
the battleship steamed slowly into harbour 
cheers wero raised by the crowds who had 
gathored at vantage points on the shore, piers, 
and batterios, whilst the crews of all H.M. ships, 
being officially hidden to. chuer the ship, obeyed 
the mandate with great heartiness, Admiral 
Sir, E, H. Seymour, who stood on the after 
bridge watching, with smiling features, tho 
animated scene on. the dockyard jetty and the 
boats which crowded around his ship; was evi- 
dently highly pleased with thy heurty welcome 
home given to him and his men. 

The South, Railway jetty was crowded with 


_| the relatives and friends of .officers ‘snd men. 


No sooner was the ship moored and the gang- 
woy out than people began to swarm aboard. 
Almost: the first np the gangway were Lord 
Selborne, First Lord of the Admiralty ; Vico- 
Admiral A. L. Douglas, Second Sea Lord; 
Admiral of the Fleet, Sir Nowell Salmon; th, 
old China hand, Admiral Buller; Admiral. 
Superintendent Polham Aldrich; and Flag Capt. 
Jones, Lady Hotham, Lady Salmon and Mies 
Salmon, and Lady Davis, wife of General Sit 
John Davis, were on the jetty. For about

«Tom commanded by His Majesty the King’ 
to welcome you here. . My colleagues, the Lords 
of the Admiralty, also are glad'tu welcome the 
ship home, and. to thank all the officers and men 
for the manner in which they have upheld the 

aditions of the Navy in China.” . — 

Lord Selborne then announced that in con- 
sideration of the Centurion’s long commission, 
extending over four and a half years, the ship’s 
company would be granted an additional week's 
leave, making in all ten weeks, 7 

Subsequently Admiral Sir Charles and Lady 

Hotham ‘entertained the Admiralty Lords and 
Adwiral Sir E. H. Seymour to lunch at 
Admiralty House. 
_ On Wednesday morning the Mayor paid an 
official visit, and was received by Admiral Sir 
E. H. Seymour and Capt. Jellicoe and. Flag- 
Lieutenant Fair and officers, The Mayor heartily 
congratulated them and all the,crow upon their 
safo return ofter their arduous work in China. 

In the course of a conversation with Admiral 
Seymour, the Mayor learned that thers. are 
about 350 officers and mon who landed and 


procesded to. Peking, and ‘in the name of the 
borough his Worship asked the gallant Admiral 
to accept, on his own, his officers’, and his men’s 
behalf, an invitation from the whole town to dine 
atapublic baaquetatthe Town Hall on Septem- 
ber 1]th. . Admirs] Saymour replied that he was 
«Yery proud indeed to receive such a high honour 
from the inhabitants of Postsmouth, and 
cordially accepted the kind invitation tendered 
to him, his officers, and his crew.

It has been ouo of the most eventfal -commia- 
siona of modorn times, for it has witnessed a 
period of much stress and national onxiety. 
We remember the crisia which arose through 
Russia's occupation of Port Arthar; we remett- 
ber later tho friendly appearance which the 
Centurion put in at Manila whon there were 
suggestivus .of Enropesn intervention in 
Amorica's operations in the Philippines; and 
we remomber with pain; not unmixed with 
pride, the foremost place which mombers. of 
the Conturion’s crew took in tho incidents of 
the famous attempt of the international naval 
force to relioye the Legations. The crow havo 
helped to muke history which shail redound ¢o 
the honour of old England, and every chapter 
in which they havo figured has only eomed 
-to-increase-the nation’s gratitude. ~ 

Tho crow have, however, at last roturned, and 
with thent they havo brought numerous curios 
as momentoos of the part which they touk in 
attempting to suppress the Boxer rising; so 
many, in fact, that it is said every magazine ‘in 
the ship is required in. which to store these 
objects of interest. When the public poured 
on to the veanel yeatordsy afternoon those who. 
had ‘no friends to greet interested themselves 
in inspecting these trophies of war, which lay. 
acattered about, and they evidently fourd ghem 
absorbingly interesting: ‘The  bludjacketa 
soomed to take quite a pride in showing them 
to the onlookers, and ,the history connected 
with the enrios were apparently known to each 
of the jolly tars, In various parts of the ship 
there was quite a formidable array of bowa 
and arrows, carbines, and other munitions 
captured from the Chinese, aud one could not 
help thinking whot a lot of mischipf..might 
really have been perpetrated had not these 
articles: been politely sppropriated by the 
British: However, these were not the curios 
which claimed most attention, but rather some 
of the guns on deck, Tho most interesting 
of thege was undoubtedly aq 4-in. Krupp: gon— 
this “having been ‘token ‘from the North-west 
Fort, ‘Taku. It was captured from the British 
in the second Chineso war, in the year 1853, 
and it is gratifying to. knew, that after many 
days it has ‘at. last como into the hands of its 
rightfal owners. Under Uhese . circumstances 
it is underetood that the gun, will bo off.red to 
tho Admiralty. eee & : 

There are also two Chinese minzzle-loaders, 
which fell into the hands of Admiral Seymour's 
men and also 8 small Krupp’ gun, which wes 
annexed when the Chinamen turned over the 
forte at Shanhsikwan, The most curious vf all 
ia a one-inch old iron gun taken from Tiontsin: 
I¢ is unmounted, is painted red, and is, strangely 
enough, enclosed in places between pieces of, 
rough doow. The gun is comparatively light, 
and is suspended in o prominent position on the 
lower deck by cords, and proves not o little 
interesting. : 

Someof the men have pet animals which they 


have found during their sojourn abroail; some.}.— 
have various species of wild birds; some hare 


images used in idolatrous worship—but all have. 
something to show their friends and the public 
in general; anditmight be incidentally men- 
tioned that some of the articles which look 
singularly commonplace usually have 9 great 
history behind them to form the subject of 'a 
thrilling yarn. : 

When oue is hunting about 2 ehip in search 
of foreign curios, the sudden appearance of 
somo ninoteen Chinamen was, to say the least, 
somewhat startling. But they looked so inoffen. 
sive thut it seemed quite in-the ‘nature of 
things to give one an opportunity of airing his 
pidgin English, ‘This particular Chinaman was 
armed with a chopper whioh he used to disponse 
meat to his comrades, and he used it with-snch 
dexterity as to be highly suggestive that he had 
exercised this gontlo art to another purpose on 
former cecasions. But the Chinaman never 
divulge moro than necessary, 80 one had to re- 
main in blissful, ignorance upon this point. 
These Chinamen are domestics on board, and 
will be transferred to the Cresay as soon as the 
Centurion is paid off. .
